Mexicans Attack Own Countrymen 
Who Begen Guerilla Warfare; 
Horses, Guns and Loot Recevcred: 


FIELD HEADQUARTERS, NEAR 
NAMIQUIPA, May 19, via wireless to 
Columbus, N, M.—Twenty-five Mex- 
ican cowboys from the Hearst ranch 
at Babricora broke and scattered a 
newly formed gang of bandits near 
Madera, about a week ago, killing 
15, wounding one and capturing six, 
according to news reaching here to- 
day. Thirty horses, some rifles and 
considerable loot were recovered. 

The bandits had been organized by 
Atezutro Dominguez and Pedro Cas- 
tillo, who announced their enmity for 
Americans and adherents of Carranza.

Some 
ot these offidavits have been repu- 
diated by the affiants. 

Wife Sued for Divorce. 

Schoenlau was a member of Com- 
pany G, First Illinois Light Artillery. 
Before the war he conducted Schoen- 
lau'’s Grove, a picnic ground and gar- 
den, at Gravois avenue and Bates 
street, and had married Miss Annie 
Brier. In 1862 his wife filed suit for 
divorce, alleging that Schoenlau paid 
attentions to Mrs. Louise Biedenstein, 
u widow, who lived on property ad- 
joining his. 

This suit was withdrawn in 1865. Short- 
ly thereafter Schoenlau married Mrs. 
Biedenstein, with whom the orphan 
girl, Helen Christman, was living. In 
1873 this Mrs. Schoenlau died, and Helen 
Christman continued to live at Schoen- 
lau's home as his housekeeper. In 1876, 
the "Government agents allege, Schoen- 
lau began to introduce Helen Christman 
as his wife, and thereafter they were 
known us husband and wife. 

Schoenlau died in 1907. The first Mrs. 
Schoenlau, Who had withdrawn her di- 
vorce suit, but who later had married 
again, sue. for a dower interest in 
Schoenlau’s estate, on the ground that 
she was his legcl widow. Mrs. Helena 
Schoenlau about this time decided to 
apply for a pension. Gus Schoenlau, 
her son, related the inception of the 
plan to the Government agents as fol- 
lows: 

Affidavits Obtained. 

He had a paper route, and talked 
with Mrs. Miller, one of his customers, 
about the suit of the first Mrs. Schoen- 
lau. Mrs. Miller suggested that the 
proof would be firmly established if Mrs. 
Schoenlau applied for a pension and pre- 
sented affidavits of her marriage. So 
the 15 affidavits were presented. 

One of the affiants, Mrs. Emma Ber- 
tram of 3912 Bates street, formerly a 
maid in the Schoenlau home, who swore 
she witnessed the marriage ceremony of 
the couple, later wrote the Government 
that she had sworn falsely and that her 
conscience was husting her. Arthur 
Dreifuss, a lawyer, now dead, made 
an affidavit that prior to filing hef pen- 
sion claim Mrs. Helena Schoenlau con- 
sulted him and told him she had never 
been legally married to Schoenlau. He 
said he then advised her she had no 
claim to a pension and refused to file 
the claim for her. 

Mrs. Anne Schoenlau Budke, Schoen- 
lau’s first wife, and the one who 
withdrew the divorce suit, made a 
deposition in which she said: “I am 
at law the widow of Theador Schoen- 
lau, but I don’t want to be because 
of my children by later marriages.”

there until Sept, 3, 1914. 

Nolker asserts in his petition that 
she told him that unless he would 
permit her to go to Paris she would 
leave him and obtain a divorce. 

Followed Her to Paris. 

While in Paris, the petition alleges, 
Mrs. Nolker associated with persons of 
questionable character and frequented 
disreputable cafes and resorts. 

Nolker alleges that on Dec. 2, 1913, he 
went to Paris to induce his wife to re- 
turn to their St. Louis home, and, when 
he insisted on this. she flew into a vio- 
lent rage, cursed him, swore at him and 
abused him and told him that she did 
not care for him, that he could do as he 
pleased, that she intended to go on the 
stage, as she was a great actress and 
singer and that she did not propose to 
reside in “the Dutch town of St. Louis” 
with Nolker. 

Mrs. Nolker, according to the peti- 
tion, repeatedly asserted that she was 
superior to the citizens of the City of 
St. Louis and that a person of her in- 
tellectual and musical attainments 
had no place in a provincial city like 
this, and she would no longer live 
here. ; 

Nolker alleges ‘that, because of the 
European war, Mrs. Nolker suddenly 
left Paris in September, 1914 and, 
after landing at New York, unexpect- 
cdly arrived at their St. Louls home 
and remained there with Nolker about 
two months, at the end of which time 
she again insisted on leaving St. 
Louis, saying she would not live here, 
as it was no place for her. 

Against his wishes, he alleges, she 
went to New York and set up house- 
keeping in an apartment, refusing to 
return to St. Louis In response to his 
repeated requests. 

Questions Her Associations. 

While she lived in New York, the pe- 
tition alleges, Mrs. Nolker visited the 
apartments of various men unknown to 
Nolker and frequented cafes, restau- 
rants and questionable resorts with 
these men. Nolker also asserts that his 
wife gave dances in her New York 
apartmen: and invited men of disrepu- 
table character as her guests. 

In New York, the petition alleges, Mrs.

ERMANY NOT TO 
REPLY TO LATEST 
AMERICAN. NOTE 


Berlin Considers Submarine Issue 
With U. S. to Have Been 
Closed. 


WASHINGTON, May 19.—Germany. 
considering the submarine controversy 
with the United States closed, has deter- 
mined to make no response to the last 


American note upon the subject. In- 
formation to this effect is contained iu 
confidential advices received here from 
Berlin. 

The American note declared that the 
United States would rely upon a scrupu- 
lous execution henceforth of the now 
altered policy of the Imperial Govern- 
ment, such as would remove the prin- 
cipal danger to an interruption of the 
good relations existing between the 
United States and Germany and that 
“the United States feels it necessary (to 
state that it takes it for granted thet 
the Imperial German Government does 
not intend to imply that the maintenance 
of its newly annvuunced policy is any 
way contingent upon the courge or re- 
sult of diplomatic negotiations between 
the Government of the United States 
any any other ! elligerent Government.” 

It was indicated at the State Depart- 
ment when the note was sent that the 
United States did not feel a reply was 
necessary and that should one not be 
forthcoming this Government would con- 
sider Germany had acquiesced. 

With the apparent end vf the sub- 
marine crisis and Germany's admonition 
to her citizens in the United States to 
obey local laws, German officials fee: 
that the only remaining cause of fric- 
tion is the case or Wolfe von Igel,. for- 
mer secretary to the recalled German 
military attache, arrested in New York 
in connection with a plot to blow up the 
Welland Canal.

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LYNCH SENTENCE 


NOT CONFIRMED BY 
HIGHER OFFICIALS 


Penalty Passed Upon Naturalized 
American in Dublin Not 
Given Out. 


EMBASSY TAKES ACTION 


Requests Time for Inquiry if 
Death Penalty Has Been 
Pronounced. 


LONDON, May 19.—No information 
has yet been received by the American 
embassy here regarding the nature of 
the sentence imposed by the court- 
maritial in Ireland on Jeremiah C. 
Lynch of New York, who was convicted 
on the charge of complicity in the re- 
cent Irigh rebellion. This is due to the 
fact that the sentence has not been con- 
firmed by the higher military authori- 
ties. 

The embassy today made a request 
upon the Government that if a death 
sentence had been passed, to defer exe- 
cution until an investigation of the case 
could be made. 

The news that Lynch had been con- 
victed wi received by the embassy 
from the American Consul in Dublin. 
Previous to this the last news the em- 
bassy had of Lynch was that under the 
defense of the realm act he was pro- 
hibited from leaving the five-mile zone 
of Dublin. He had been making trips to 
Western Ireland. Lynch was a resi- 
dent of Dublin for some time. 


President Directed Ambassador 
; Make Thorough Inquiry. 
WASHINGTON, May 19.—A report on 

the trial of Jeremiah C. Lynch from the 

American Consul at Dublin, dated yes- 

terday, was received at the State De- 

partment today from Ambassador Page 
at London. It said Lynch was tried 
yesterday by a field courtmartial. 

An apparent omission in the coded 
message made its interpretation uncer- 
tain to State Department officials. It 
was suggested, however, that Lynch 
was to have been either sentenced or 
executed at daybreak today. Secretary 
Lansing’s message asking for action in 
Lynch’s behalf apparently had not been 
received by Ambassador Page when he 
ferwarded his report. 

Comparatively few of those convict- 
ed of complicity in the Irish revolution 
have been sentenced to death, a ma- 
jority of them having received prison 
sentences. 

President Wilson, acting at the re- 
quest of Senator O’Gorman of New 
York, sent a message last night through 
the State Department to Ambassador 
Page at London, directing him to make 
every possible effort to obtain a delay 
in the execution of sentence on Lynch. 

Senator O’Gorman, acting upon the 
entreaties of friends of the supposed 
Irish sympathizer in New York, went to 
the White House to appeal to the Pres- 
ident to intercede for Lynch and found 
the President was at the theater with 
Mrs. Wilgon. 

The Senator found the President's sec- 
retary, J. P. Tumulty, and laid the case 
before him. Summoning a White House 
automobile Tumulty 
theater and talked with the President. 

After learning the facts the President 
directed Tumulty to get in touch im- 
mediately with Acting Secretary of State 
Frank L. Polk and inform him of the 
President’s wish that he cable to the 
British Foreign Office with all possible 
dispatch, asking that Lynch be not ex- 
ecuted until the United States could 
make inquiries as to the evidence against 
him and an opportunity afforded for 
relatives here to present new facts.

RECOMMENDATIONS 


Resolutions Disappointing Bot. 
to League to Enforce Peace 
and Bryan Followers. 


MOHONK LAKE, N. Y., May 19.-- 
The Resolutions Committee of the 
Leke Mohonk Conference on Interna- 
ticnal Arbitration showed its appre- 
ciation of the unsettled conditon of 
international affairs by presenting 4 
platform which avoided any radical 
recomendations and confined itself to 
carefully worded approval of the gen- 
era) principle of arbitration. 

The platform proved a disapoint- 
ment to members of the League to 
Enforce Peace, headed by former 
President Taft, presiding officer of 
the conference. But it also offered 
no encouragement to the opponents 
of enforced peace, led by William J. 
Bryan. The platform follows: 

“The world conditions of the past 
two years have confirmed the belief, 
often expressed in these conferences, 
that arbitral and judicial methods, 
showed and must Increasingly prevail 
in settling international disputes. 

“During the twentieth century the 
permanent court at The Hague has 
acted upon cases involving questions 
relating to Europe, Asia, Africa, the 
islands of the Pacific and the three 
Americas. These questions involved 
financial and territorial claims and 
such fundamental matters as the 
right to fly the national flag and to 
eexrcise purisdiction over national 
military sources. These facts are 
clear testimony to the development 
of arbitration. 

“The tendency of this court at The 
Hague to become in reality perma- 
nent is evident from the fact that 
there are eight judges who have sat 
in three or more of the fifteen cases 
and one judge has sat in seven of the 
fifteen cases, 

“The fonference desires again to 
affirm its belief in the desirability of 
such legislation by Congress as will 
confer upon the courts of the United 
States jurisdiction over all cases aris- 
ing under treaty provimeng « or affect- 
ing the rights of aliens.’

The plank on Americanism and mili- 
tary preparedness, will, it is declared, 
be sufficiently strong to meet every 
reasonable demand of Progressive 
Republicans. 

It is said that prominent Progress- 
ives who have recently returned to 
the Republican party will be consult- 
ed before the finishing touches are 
put on these sections of the platform. 

Talked With Old Guard. 

“I talked with nearly all the ‘Old 
Guard’ leaders in the East and left 
New York convinced that Elihu Root 
is the most favored candidate for 
President in the Atlantic States,” 
said Upham. “He will have a major- 
ity of the delegates from New York 
end the other Eastern States on the 
early ballots, but the leaders have 
not decided whether they will be 
able to nominate him. If Root is not 
nominated I think a Western man 
will be chosen.” The Eastern leaders 
are seriously considering Senator L. 
Y. Sherman of Illinois, 

“One of the most prominent mem- 
bers of the ‘Old Guard’ told me that he 
felt certain that Roosevelt would not 
receive more than 80 votes on the first 
ballot in the convention. Most of the 
talk for Hughes is from men in the 
East who are not delegates to the con- 
vention. The Roosevelt supporters in 
New York are devoting most of their 
energy to fighting Hughes. I think the 
convention will go at least five days. 
They will not begin balloting for Pres- 
ident until Saturday, June 10.”’ 

Nominating speeches for presidential 
candidates may be limited to 10 minutes 
each and seconding speeches to five 
minutes for each candidate, according 
to present plans. 

The different candidates are being 
asked for their opinion on the subject. 

Upham said the local committee had 
received more than 60,000 applications 
for convention tickets. The Chicago fund 
raised to meet the expenses of the con- 
vention has been oversubscribed $200,000, 
The last convention cost Chicago $101,000 
because of the large number of con- 
tests. This time it is believed the ex- 
penses will not exceed $80,000 and the 
committee will be able to refund a sub- 
stantial sum from the $100,000 guaran- 
teed.

DECISION AS 10 
NICHOLLS DEAL 


Wants to Hear All Prosecutor’s 
Testimony Before Passing 
on Status of Case. 


The trial of C. C. Nicholls, real estate 
dealer, charged with embezzling $8500 
from the Ashdown Building and Real 
Estate Co., proceeded today, though 
Judge Grimm reserved his decision 25 
te whether Nicholls’ dealings with the 
Achdown company constituted a defttor 
end creditor transaction or involved a 
criminal diversion of funds by Nicholls. 

In late editions of yesterday's Post- 
Dispatch {it was erroneously asserted 
that in ordering the trial to proceed 
Judge Grimm overruled the defense’s de- 
murrer, on which arguments had been 
heard at the forenoon session. The 
Court’s announcement was that a deci- 
sion on the demurrer would be with- 
held until after evidence for the State 
Lad been heard. 

Firm’s Head Testifies. 

W. H. Humes of Webster Groves, for- 
mer president of the Ashdown company, 
testified that in February, 1913, his 
cumpany planned to erect a building 
o1 a lot at 6879 Nina place. He said 
he went to see Nicholls, and an arrange- 
ment Was made by which the Ashdown 
company signed a deed of trust and 
executed notes for $8500, in return for 
which Nicholls was to advance the 
money to put up the building. 

Humes said he could not remember 
the details of his conversation with 
Nicholls, except that it was agreed that 
Nicholls from time to time should ad- 
vance the necessary money on orders 
signed by Hwmes and the building con- 
tractor, and that the Nicholls-Ritter- 
Goodnow ‘rm was to receive a com- 
mission of 24% per cent for financing the 
building. 

Refused to Honor Orders. 

Humes testified that after $1600 or 
$1700 had been paid out, Nicholls re- 
fused to honor orders for more pay- 
ments, saying he did not have the 
mcney,. 

On cross examination by A. C. Ma- 
rcney of *~r Nicholls, Humes 
said a part of the money to buy the 
Nina place lot was advanced by Miss 
Jennie Ashdown, a relative of E. P. V. 
Ritter, one of Nicholls’ partners. 

A first payment of $500 or $1600 was 
made on the lot, he said, and the re- 
mainder of the purchase price of $2/0 
was to be paid at the rate of $50 a month. 
About $1200 ov $1790 had been paid on the 
lot when the building agreement was 
made with Nicholls. 

Maroney asked now it was possible for 
the Ashdown company to obtain $8500 
credit on a $2700 lot. 

Humes replied that as a boy he had 
worked for Nicl:olls’ firm and that 14 
was related by marriage to Ritter. 

“Then you were relying on your rela- 
tives to give yeu an accommodation 
which you couldn’t have got elsewhere?’ 
said Maroney. 

Relation by Marriage, 

“No, I wasn't,’’ replied Uumes. “'l 
want it understood that Ritter isn’t in 
my family. He's only a relative by 
marriage.’’ 

“Didn't Ritter promise to pay off this 
obligation to the Ashdown company?” 
asked Maroney. “Do you know where 
Ritter is now?” 

‘“Yes,’’ said Humes; ‘“‘the last I heard 
of him he was occupying the best suite 
in the Biltmore Hotel in New York. He 
isn’t in my famiiy.”’ This seeemed to be 
n point that Humes desired to empha- 
size. 

Maroney introduced in evidence one of 
the orders on which Nicholls was sup- 
posed to pay out money for the build- 
ing work. It contained the words: 
Charge to my loan,’ and was signed 
by Humes for the Ashdown company. 
This was to support the defense’s con- 
tention that Nicholls merely made a 
lean to the Ashdown Co., taking the 
$8500 deed of trust as security and that 
he did not hold the deed in trust for 
the Ashdown company, and consequent- 
ly had a right to sell it.

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deed of trust, testified as to his pur- 
chase of the deed in March, 1913. He 
paid for it partly with cash and partly 
with another deed of trust which he 
had bought from Nicholls in November, 
1912. After foreclosing on the Nina place 
property, he said, he found there were 
$1000 in mechanics’ liens against it and 
had to pay that amount to release them. 

At the conclusion cf Westermayer's 
testimony Judge Grimm asked Circuit 
Attorney harvey if he would have more 
evidence to offer. He said that as far 
az the testimony had gone it seemed 
to him tt .t Nicholls had bought the 
$8500 deed from the Ashdown Realty Co., 
and consequer.tly had a right to sell it 
to Westermayer. 

The Circuit Attorney replied that he 
would offer books of the Nicholls com- 
pany in evidence and would introduce 
the testimony of contractors to show 
that when they asked for money Nich- 
olls told them he had no more of the 
Ashdown company’s funds, indicating 
that he then acknowledged he was the 
trustee and custodian of those funds. 

Judge Grimm yesterday afternoon re- 
served decision on a demurrer in which 
the defense alleged that Nicholis should 
not be tried as an individual, as it had 
been shown that he acted as the presi- 
dent of a reul estate corporation.

LABORERS’ TERMS 


Building Unions Will Refuse 
to Work Where Nonunion 
Wreckers Were Employed. 


At a meeting of the Building Trades 
Council this morning {t was agreed upon 
by leaders of various unions to notify 
owners of property upon which build- 
ings are being. erected that no building 
work will be permitted later if non- 
union men are employed in wrecking 


the buildings and making excavations. 

Thirty contractors engaged in wreck- 
ing and excavating work have bolted 
the agreement completed yesterday be- 
tween the Building Trades Council and 
the Master Builders’ as regards to the 
rate of payment and hours of work for 
laborers represented by the Hod Car- 
riers’ and Building Laborers’ Union, Lo- 
cal 22. The Master Builders’ had agreed 
to an increased wage of the various 
kinds of labor of about five cents an 
hour, without recognition of the union. 

Using Nonunion Men. 

The largest building affected by the 
decision of the union men is the new 
Hotel Statler at Ninth street and Wash- 
ington avenue. The contractors in 
charge of the wrecking of the building 
and the excavation resumed work today 
with about 100 nonunion laborers, Pri- 
vate guards patrolled the building armed 
with long sticks and several patrolmen 
were on guard upon the interior of the 
building. 

A patrol of laborers belonging to 
Local 22 watched proceedings for a 
time but made no demonstration. They 
reported the operation to union leaders 
and the action of the Building Trades 
Council followed. 

“The Building Trades Council will 
support the Laborers’ Union,”’ said Mau- 
rice J. Cassidy, secretary of the coun- 
cli, to a Post-Dispatch reporter after 
the meeting. ‘““‘We have decided to take 
up the matter with the owner of the 
property. If nonunion labor is employed 
in wreckin; the building and excavat- 
ing, contrary to the terms agreed upon 
with the Master Builders, then no men 
in the building trades will be permitted 
to work upon the proposed hotel. 

20 Cents an Hour Offered. 

“A-number of contractors for wreck- 
ing and excavation work have formed 
an association and are offering wreck- 
ers only 20 cents an hour, while ovr 
agreement with the master builders calls 
for 2% cents an hour. They are offerings 
excavators 25 cents an hour, instead of 
"7% cents an hour agreed upon with the 
master builders, and they have not 
agreed to a nine-hour day. 

“Some of these wreckers and exca- 
vators have begun work today with non- 
union labor. It is not cur purpose to 
create any distirtLance. We are going 
right to headqusrters and inform tre 
owners of the property that members of 
the Building Trades will not be permit- 
ted to work upwn property where tiie 
wrecking and excavating has been done 
by nonunion laborers.”’ 

The contractor. in charge of ‘the 
wrecking of the property at Ninth street 
and Washington avenue said that he 
would not discuss the new turn of af- 
fairs. He said that the boss wreckers 
and excavators had agreed to stand to- 
gether and that he had a satisfactory 
number of men at work today. 

At the present time there is not a 
large amount of wrecking or excavat- 
ing being done in the city, according to 
both contractors and union leaders. Not 
more than 300 men are involved at pres- 
ent, but the new principal laid down by 
the Building Trades’ Council in aiming 
their demands at the owner of the prop- 
erty involved and not at the individual 
contractor is being seriously considered 
by all the contractors of the city.

SHACKLETON RELIEF SHIP 
TO LEAVE LONDON BY AUG, | 


Will Attempt to Reach Weddell Sea 
by Way of Buenos Aires and 
Falkland Islands. 
LONDON, May 19.—-Plans for the re- 
lief of Lieut. Sir Ernest Shackleton, 
who with a number of his men is ma- 
rooned In the Antarctic, were complet- 
ed today at a meeting of a committee 
of the Royal Geographical Society. 
The plans involve the departure of a 
reHMef ship from London by Aug. 1 
for Weddell Sea by way of Buenos 

Aires and the Falkland Islands. 

It is calculated that the voyage 
from London to the Falkland Islands 
will require 90 days with another 
month to Weddell Sea, which would 
thus be reached as the ice is breaking.

by Taxing Incomes, Inherit- 
ance and Munitions. 


REVENUE HAS INCREASED 


Of Estimated Expenditures Be- 
tween $90,000,000 and $100,- 
000,000 Is for Preparedness.

WASHINGTON, May 19.—Members of 
the House Ways and Means Committee 
wre getting ready today to frame 4 
bil: to provide about $150,000,000 addi- 
tional revenue for the fiscal year end- 


ing June 30, 1917, by taxing incomes, In- 
heritances and munitions. 

The amount needed, as reported yes- 
terda; by Secretary McAdoo, is $76,000,- 
0 less than even conservative mem- 
bers of Congress calculated would be 
required. 

Chairman Kitchin of the House Ways 
and Means Committee announced the 
plan to raise additional revenue would 
be shaped within two weeks and the 
House would be ready to consider it im- 
mediately after thd national conven- 
tions. He believes that with the rev- 
enue problem simplified by the reduced 
esiimate of the amount needed the en- 
tive legislative program can be com- 
pleted by the House in time to allow 
acGjournment by Aug. 1. Senate debate 
may prolong the session, however. 

Balance Estimated. 

Secretary McAdoo estimated the bal- 
a:.ce in the general revenue fund at 
ti. end of the present fiscal year would 
be about $150,000,000 and $13,500,000 at the 
end of the 1917 fiscal year. He took into 
consideration probable costs of the 
army and navy increases, larger ex- 
penditures for good roads, rural cred- 
its and flood protection. 

This also means that much less new 
revenue will have to be raised to meet 
the bill for preparedness. 

News of the condition of the treas- 
ury came as a pleasant surprise to mem- 
bers of the Ways and Means Committee, 
who have been pondering for weeks on 


the framing of revenue measures. 

It is probable that all of the revenue 
measures, including provision.for pre- 
paredness revenues, a tariff commission 
and the encouragement of the dye stuffs 
industry, will be included in an omnibus 
bill. The President is understood to 
favor that plan. 

In making up the estimates the addi- 
tional cost to the country of prepared- 
ness during the year 1917 was placed at 
from $90,000,000 to $100,000,000, a figure 
probably. considerably less than appro- 
priations to be authorized by Congress, 
but approximating the sum which actu- 
ally would be spent during the vear 
under the authorization. 

An estimate compiled by McAdoo when 
Congress convened last December 
showed a deficit of $62,000,000 in the 
general fund June 30, 1917, instead of the 
$13,500,000 balance in the present esti- 
mate. The previous estimate contem- 
plated the extension of the emergency 
revenue tax to the end of the fiscal 
year of 1917. 

The emergency measure expires by 
limitation Dec. 31 next and in compiling 
the revised estimate McAdoo figured on 
eliminating the stamp tax features of 
the measure from July 1 next. 

The $62,000,000 deficit which seemed 
likely when Congress convened was esti- 
mated on a basis that did not include 
provisions for good roads, rural credits, 
or flood expenditures, all of which are 
included in the revised estimate. 

It was then figured that Congress 
would have to raise $112,000,000 by addi- 
tional legislation to bring the general 
fund balance up to the necessary $50,- 
000,000 at the end of the next fiscal 
year. 

Treasruy Receipts Increase. 

Increases in treasury receipts have 
been most marked in the internal reve- 
nue department. Ordinary revenues, 
placed at $272,000,000 for the fiscal year 
1916 in the estimate of last December 
will approximate $303,000,000, an increase 
of $31,000,000, Next year’s ordinary reve- 
nue receipts were placed in the previ- 
ous estimate at about $265,000,000; in the 
revised estimate at about the same fig- 
ure as this year’s. These revenues 
cover mainly the tax on distilled liquors, 
cigars, cigarettes and tobacco. 

Revenue from the income tax will go 
about $100,000,000 this year, Secretary 
McAdoo ¢._timates, and certainly above 
$105,000,000 next year. The previous es- 
timate has placed this revenue at $35,- 
000,000 and $90,000,000, respectively. The 
increase of nearly $./,000,000 in these 
two items of revenue alone this year 
is attributed to general prosperity, to 
strict enforcement of the internal reve- 
nue laws and the elimination of long- 
standing frauds in the payment of tax- 
es on tobacco, whisky and oleomarga- 
rine by which the Government lost 
$10,000,000.

“Germany Would Aid 
Japan if It Went 
to War With the U. S.”’

DETROIT, Mich., May 19.—Col. Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, in an address here to- 
day, at the Detroit Opera House, 
reiterated h!s opposition ‘“‘to all kinds 
of hyphenated Americanism,’ advocated 
universal military service based on uni- 
versal training, and declared that we 
must abolish ‘‘pork-barrel’’ methods in 
our national defense, stop talking and 
get down to the actual business of thor- 
ough preparedness if we are ‘‘to make 
this nation as strong as are its convic- 
ticns in reference to right and wrong.” 

Roosevelt, in the course of his 
principal speech, quoted a letter from 
Prof. Paul Rohrbach of Berlin. indi- 
cating Germany would encourage a 
war between America and Japan. 
Roosevelt said he believed this letter 
interpreteg the attitude of the mili- 
taristic party in Germany. This let- 
ter was printed in the New York 
Times April 4. 

The Colonel came here to help De- 
tmolt celebrate “American day,” the 
demonstration being intended to in- 
dicate the sentiment of Detroit citi- 
zens who favor “preparedness to pre- 
vent war.’’ 

Greeted by Children. 

Hundreds of school children, wav- 
ing American flags, were among the 
throng which greeted him when he 
arrived today. Before Col. Roose- 
velt was driven to the Detroit Ath- 
letic Club, at the head of an auto- 
mobile parade, he made a short ad- 
dress to the Boy Scouts, who were 
lived up In front of the station. He 
tcld them he believed in their organ- 
izz.tion because it taught them to 
fight for the truth and “not to be 
mcllycoddles."’ 

After luncheon at the Athletic Club 
Co. Roosevelt went to the Opera 
Hcuse for his principal address, on 
“Americanism and Preparedness for 
Peace.” This afternoon he was to

Col. Roosevelt prefaced his Speech by 
announcing that he had ‘‘come here to 
Michigan because in the primary for the 
selection of delegates to the Republican 
national convention, Mr. Ford was vic- 
torious, and following on his victory 
here, he showed a marked popular 
strength in Nebraska and Pennsylvania. 
The effect of this showing has been im- 
mediately visible upon many of the poli- 
ticians within and without Congress.”’ 

“We, through cur™“representatives at 
Washington,” said Col. Roosevelt, “‘have 
absolutely refused in the smallest degree 
to prepare during these 22 months of 
world cataclysm. We have refused to 
learn the smallest part of the lesson 
being written on the scroll of torment in 
Europe. We have fatuously refused to 
take the smallest step, either to do our 
duty to ourselves or to-do our duty to 
others. We have endeavored to deceive 
ourselves by announcing that in this 
policy of supine inaction and of failure 
to perform duty, we are actuated by the 
loftiest motives. I doubt whether we 
have really deceived ourselves, and most 
certainly we have not deceived others. 
There is not a nation in the world which 
believes that our course of conduct has 
been dictated by anything save timidity, 
unworthy shrinking from effort and re- 
sponsibility. and cold and selfish love 
of money making and of soft ease.

He continued: 


“I believe that the dog tent wouul 
prove a most effective agent for 
democratizing and nationalizing our life: 
quite as much so as the public school, 
and far more so than the American fac- 
tory and the American city as they are 
today. Preparedness through universal 
service would turn out to be the best 
possible school of practical civics. In 
such a school all men who are Ameri- 
cans in spirit would get together and 
learn to work together, so as to insure 
co-operation among our people in social 
and industrialu life. Such co-operation 
will secure not merely liberty and oppor- 
tunity, but also the sense of obligetion— 
which is just as important as the other 
two. 


“Abolish Pork-Barrel Methods.” 

‘We must abolish pork-barrel methods 
in the army—as regards army posts, 
navy yards, as regards everything else. 
Remember that sfter preparedness has 
been accepted by the country. and the 
necessary funds voted, the real work 
will have only begun. England’s navy 
represents over threo centuries and Ger- 
many’s army over two centuries of Jevel- 
opment along an unbroken line of tradi- 
tion and progress to the present stage 
of efficiency. The first and all important 
essential is to divorce the army and 
navy organizations absolutely from poli- 
tics.’’ 


Col. Roosevelt asserted that ‘the ex- 
treme naval party in Germany has re- 
cently advocated war with the United 
States on the ground that in the end, 
as the result of such a war, we would 
have to pay all the war expenditures of 
the Germanic Powers and their allies. 


“These enormous sums would be raised 
by taxation on all our citizens,”’ he said; 
“those of German descent would pay as 
heavily as those of any other descent; 
and all would share equally the shame 
and dishonor. A foreign foe is the foe 
of all of us alike. If, in this land, theo 
citizens of one national origin success- 
fully set the fashion of influencing this 
nation to its own detriment in the in- 
terest of the country from which they 
originally came, sooner or later it is 
absolutely certain that the citizens of 
some other national origin will repeat

y | SETTLE ROAD BOND 
PUINTS 1S PLANNED 


A friendly --‘t, to obtain a _ settle- 
ment by the Supreme Court, in advance, 
of legal points involved in the $3,000,040 
bond issue for highway building in &€t. 


Louis County, is being planned by Pros- 
ecuting Attorney Ralph, who is acting 
as legal adviser for the County Court 
in the matter. 

Ralph told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
today that’ the letting of contracts 
would probably -vait until the Supreme 
Court had passed on the suit. He said 
that he believed very little delay would 
result in the long run, as the engineers 
will continue doing the necessary pre- 
liminary work, and the mor: time they 
have the more jobs can be begun at 
once when the suit has been decided. 

The question involved in the proposed 
suit, Ralph said, would bear on the 
commercial value of the bonds, rather 
than on their validity. He was asked 
whether, in view of this fact, it®€ould 
not be possible to let contracts without 
waiting for the suit to be decided. He 
replied that it would be best to have 
the legal questions settled first, as un- 
expected complications sometimes arise. 
He also said that the amount of prelim- 
inary work needed is not generally un- 
derstood. County Engineer Elbring, 
James C. Travilla, special engineer for 
two office men and 
three field men are now working on 
the preliminaries ani expect to be kept 
busy most of the summer, 

The legal points which Ralph wishes 
to have settled, in advance of the is- 
suance of the bonds, are, whether any 
large part of the bonds must be issued 
in $100 denominations; how long the 
bonds may run; and, possibly, whether 
the bonds are taxable. 

The statute governing county bond 
irsues provides that one-half of one 
issue of bonds must be in $100 de- 
nominations. Ralph hopes to get a rul- 
ing to the effect that one-half of one 
small issue, such as that covering a 
single road or bridge, will suffice, and 
that it will not be necessary to issue 
$1,500,000 of the bonds in $100 denomina- 
tions. They sell much better in $500 and 
$1000 denominations, he said,-and the 
difference in premium in favor of large 
bonds might be as high as one-half of 
one per cent. This margin, on $1,500,000 
of bonds, would mean a saving of $7500.

As to 
taxation, he believes the bonds are not 
exempt. The statute says they are ex- 
empt, but the State Constitution, in 
listing exemptions, does not include

Priest Not a Pettifogger. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
- I think we are under obligations to Judge 
Priest for his letter to a morning newspaper, in 
-which he rebukes the editorial writer of that 
newspaper for calling him a pettifogger. 

Of coursé, we all know that there was a day 
when courts administered plain justice as nearly 
as human could do. Even Judges were not law- 
yers in many instances. Then came the day of 
written law, when men’s lives were staked on 

_ @ommas and shades of legal meaning of English 
words, which meaning never has been stable. In 
those Gays, too, bribery was a conventional of- 
fense. A buyer was supposed to get his rebate. 
For 40 years law and business have been swing- 
ing slowly back to plain justice. <An effort is 
teing made by able, honest and worthy lawyers 
to simplify law and court procedure. More and 
more petitions presented to the courts state 
squarely and fairly the issues in the case pre- 
sented. 

Now comes Judge Priest and he writes to an 

editor: “You doubtless know the meaning of the 
words pettifogger and pettifogging.” (Diction- 
aries say pettifogger means “an attorney whose 
methods are mean and tricky.’’) and he sets out 
to prove that he is not a pettifogger. As evi- 
dence he cites one case heard in 1869—he did not 
go back to 1689, when plain justice was the rule 
and says that a prototype of his motion was 
then filed and “opposed without epithets.” His 
reasoning is that if a learned Judge then decided 
such a case without denouncing tho attorneys, a 
similar motion should be decided today without 
editors criticising the attorneys who should have 
learned something during the years of house- 
cleaning. He infers that every editor should know 
of this casé, which may be the only oasis in the 
desert in which he stands. If there were others, 
it is fair te presume that he would have cited 
them. 80 Judge Priest has classified himself back 
t> the days of technical wording of law, which 
were even before the days when street car com- 
“panies were handed franchises on moonshine 
‘promises and which some capitalists and attor- 
neys insist should not be changed one fiota to 
meet changed conditions. 

There is only one thing more that I now think 
‘of that would fllustrate Judge Priest’s estimate 
of himself. That would be his definition of tech- 
nical. J.

AVERTING A CALAMITY. 

The suggestion of Albert Bond Lambert in Les- 
lie’s Weekly, reprinted in Thursday’s Post-Dis- 
patch, that a national conference of commercial 
and trade organizations be held to devise means 
of adjusting the differences between the rail- 
roads and their employes is valuable. It directs 
public attention to the vital interests of business 
of all kinds and labor in all industries to the out- 
come of the controversy. | 

If a strike should be called 300,000 men of four 
great brotherhoods—engineers, firemen, conduc- 
tors and trainmen—and 500 roads would be af- 
fected. This gigantic struggle, with the stoppage 
of railroad operation, would be a colossal calam- 
ity. It would interrupt all business and industry. 
The public—we mean by the public business men 
in all lines of commerce, manufacturers, from 
the greatest to the smallest, and wage earners in 
all industries—would be affected. Hard times 
would press upon all, 

If the demands of the brotherhoods are granted, 
it would mean an increased expense to the rail- 
roads, estimated to be from $75,000,000 to $100,- 
000,000. The railroads could not meet this addi- 
tional expense without increased rates, so that 
business and industry would be seriously affected 
in either case. 

The differences should be arbitrated, but the 
brotherhoods so far have refused arbitration. 

There is yet hope of an agreement between the 
railroads and the men. A conference of repre- 
sentatives of both will be held in New York on 
June 1. 

We doubt the wisdom of calling a general con- 
ference of business and labor organizations until 
after the negotiations between the railroads and 
the brotherhoods are concluded. It might not have 
a good effect. The conference might resent an 
effort to control its action during negotiations. 
If the outcome is unfavorable, every available 
means of obtaining an amicable seftlement should 


be used. There should be a concentrated effort of 


business men and wage earners to avert a strike. 
The question of how to do this might wisely be 
considered by a nation-wide joint conference of 
representatives of all business and labor organiza- 
tions in the country. 

As in the anthracite strike when President 
Roosevelt successfully intervened to obtain arbi-

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ST. LOUIS FOR PREPAREDNESS. 

The decision of the local Executive Committee 
of the National Security League to have a pre- 
paredness demonstration on June 3, offers oppor- 
tunity for St. Louisans to express their senti- 
ments in favor of adequate national defenses in 
a telling way. 

The question of preparedness for national de- 
fense will never be settled until it is settled right. 
It is far from right settlement now. Although 
Congress has responded to some extent to aroused 
public sentiment in the crisis facing the country, 
it has not taken adequate action. The naval pro- 
gram will be increased and improved over expec- 
tations of a few months ago. The conference bill 
providing for reorganizing and increasing the 
army is a step in the right direction, but it does 
not assure training or service of adequate forces 
Im peace and does not provide for forces neces- 
sary to national safety in war. If we were con- 
fronted by war with a strong Power, under the 
provisions of the bill we would face disaster and 
humiliation. 

Public opinion must be aroused, enlightened 
and crystallized into a demand for measures which 
will assure the training of all able-bodied citizens 
in peace and their service when needed in war. 
The defense forces should be put upon a perma- 
nent adequate basis which will prove dependable 
for any emergency at any time. Universal train- 
ing with the obligation of service will alone give 
an effectual guarantee of peace and insurance 
against war disasters. 

St. Louis will not be alone in the preparedness 
demonstration. This city has joined with Chicago 
and 23 other cities in asking all cities to partict- 
pate in the June 3 demonstration. That date will 
be National Preparedness day, in accord with the 
Post-Dispatch's suggestion. 

Hard work and earnest co-operation are nec- 
essary to organize a successful demonstration. 


The responsibility for the result lies on every 
citizen and organization in St. Louis favoring sane 
and adequate preparation.

Through its embassy and its consular offices in 
this country the German Government has sent an 
order to all its citizens resident here instructing 
them to obey as a matter of duty “the law of the 
state in which they reside.” 


timent in this country is being affected by pass- 
port frauds, the destruction of munition plants, 
bomb plots against ships and other acts of vio- 
lence in which court investigations show that 
Germans were implicated. A striking change is 
marked by the order from the time when these 
outrages, as is shown by judicial records, had the 
support and even active direction of officials of 
the German Government here in a representative 
capacity. A seizure of incriminating papers from 
one such official is still being protested on the 
ground of diplomatic immunity. 

No suggestion as to the damaging effect on 
American sentimeht of intemperate and indis- 
creet utterances in the German-American press 
is contained in the message from Berlin. Per- 
haps it is to be implied. Patriotic American 
papers which have denounced these plots and at- 
tempts at terrorism should at least be excul- 
pated by the tenor of the instructions from the 
charge of biased action in the British Interest. 

They merely looked on these lawless activities 
with the same “great disfavor” with which Berlin 
looks on them. 
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A GOOD ROADS FEDERATION. 


A federation of all the good roads forces of St. 
Louls to co-operate with more than a score of 
counties surrounding it is proposed by Harry B. 
Hawes as the next step toward highway improve- 
ment in this locality. The suggestion is an 
admirable one. 

The immediate purpose is to provide permanent 
roads through territory within a radius of 60 miles 
of this city and to aid the construction of cross 
State roads and national trails. The federation is 
designed to give representation to the good roads 
committees of St. Louis civic organizations, the 
members of the State association devoted to the 
same object and all official and unofficial agencies 
promoting better highways in the surrounding 
counties. 

Such a centralization of effort would prevent 
work at cross purposes, save expense and give 
speedier, more satisfactory results. It would be 
a means of publicity for creating favorable public 
opinion, a vehicle for transferring the momentum 
of success from territory already assured of good 
roads to territory less happily situated. The scope 
of the federation movement can be seen from the 
list of Missouri and Illinois counties included: 

In Missouri—Franklin, Jefferson, Lincoln, 
St. Charles, St. Francois, Ste. Genevieve, War- 
ren and Washington. 

In Dlinois—Bond, Calhoun, Clinton, Greene, 
Jersey, Madison, Macoupin, Montgomery, Mon- 
roe, Perry, Randolph, St. Clair and Wash- 
ington, 

Co-operation on a scale coextensive with the 
territory it is desired to provide with good roads 
has been shown to be necessary. Kansas City has 
scored a notable advance by co-operating with 
outlying subdivisions. St. Louis’ Fifty-Mile Fed- 
eration can give intensive results in good roads 
promotion. 

The Post-Dispatch suggests that well within the 
jurisdiction of the 50-mile movement is the repair 
of worn, unsightly streets in St. Louis city and

Streak of Eight Straight May Be 
Nursed Into Season’s Mark 
at Reds’ Expense.

John McGraw’s Giants made the 
grade yesterday against Leon Kal- 
amity Ames, etching victory No. 8 of 
their unfinished run, into the Na- 
tional League records. Now they 
look ahead over a schedule of six 
western games and can’t see, with a 
Lick telescope, anything that re- 
motely resembles a defeat. They 
have two more to play here, then 
four in Cincy. 


Ames was the pitcher McGraw feared 
most. “If we stop Leon we'll feed 'em 


our dust all the way home,” said Larry ‘ 


Doyle before yesterday’s battle, and it 
was Larry's wallop to the fence which 
put Ames down for the count. 

By winning the Giants took the sev- 


enth place hurdle and are now camp- 
ing on the Cardinal trail. Two more 
victories here will put the New York- 
ers ahead of Hug’s hirelings and within 
one game of first place. 


May Set Season’s Record. 


The Giants are now keyed up to such 
a pitch that it is hard to say when they 
will stop. They left home in last place, 
with a record of 2—12, and were 8% 
games out of first place, while their 
chances of going home in first place are 


now brighter than a brand-new dime. 
And ‘their prospects for setting a record 
of consecutive victories that will endure 
for the entire season also are roseate. 

They haven't yet equaled the current 
major league record for consecutive tri- 
umps, however. Cleveland put together 
a chain of nine In the American League, 
and the Giants are not even close to 

‘the modern National League record, 
which is, by the way, held by these same 
Giants. 

In 1904 the Giants, with Bresnahan, 
Bowerman, Matty, Ames, McGinnity, 
McGann, Gilbert, Dahlen, Devlin, Don- 
lin and McCormick, among others, went 
from June 16 to July 4 without losing 
a battle. They encompassed 18 consec- 
utive victories, which is the modern- 
day mark for the parent body. Provi- 
dence won 2 straight in 1884 in the Na- 
tional League and a guy named Rad- 
bourne, pitching 50 feet to the batters, 
Was credited with 18 of those triumphs. 


Just Like Griffmen in 1912. 


Fielder Jones’ White Sox in 1906 won 
19 straight, a record that was stained 
with a draw, 0—0, in the midst of the 
run. The Washington club came West 
in 1912 and, with Walter Johnson, Bob 
Groom and Long Tom Hughes at their 
best, managed to win every game on 
the trip, putting together 16 wins in 
all. 

The Giants seem to be on just such 
ca re The club is doing every- 
thing right and getting all the breaks 
to boot.

CONGRESS ASKED 


10 LAUNCH MOVE 
FOR DISARMAMENT 


House Naval Committee Adopts 
Resolution of Representative 
Hensley of Missouri. 


WASHINGTON, May 1).—Following is 
the disarmament proposal submitted by 
Representative Hensley of Missouri to 
the House Naval Affairs Comrnittee yes- 
terday and unanimously adopted »; the 
committee: é 

“That upon ths conclusion of the war 
in Europe, or as soon thereafter as it 
may be done, the President of the United 
States is authorized to invite all the 
great Governments of the world to send 
representatives tu a conference which 
shall be charged with the duty of sug- 
gesting an organization, court of arbitra- 
tion or other body, to which disputed 
questions between natione shall be re- 
ferred for adjudication and peaceful set- 
tlement; and to consider the question of 
disarmanent and submit their recom- 
mendations to their respective Govern- 
ments for approval. 

“That the Prezident {s hereby author- 
ized to appoint nine citizens of the 
United States who shall be qualffied for 
the mission by eminence in the law and 
by devotion to the cause of peace, to be 
representatives of the United States in 
such a conference. 

“That the President shall fix the com- 
pensation of said representatives and 
such secretaries and other employes as 
may be needed. And for that purpose 
$200,000 or so much thereof as may be 
necessary is hereby appropriated and 
set aside and placed at the disporal of 
the President.”’
